Burris was 50 years old the 
19th ot last April. He was a 
lawyer. He was buried on 
Thursday. He leaves a wife and 
four daughters and one bod to 
mourn his loss. His wife and 
daughters belong to the Brethren 
chnrch, and tbe Brethren that 
have been at our place will re- 
member him as he wae always 
friendly to our ministers and 
encouraged church work, al- 
though he was not a member of 
any church. The funeral ser- 
vices were conducted by the Rev. 
Hussell, of the M. E. church and 
the writer, to a very large au- 
dience. He was a member ot 
tbe Knights of Honor, in which 
order he was buried. 

This has cast quite a gloom 
over our vicinity. Such is the 
outcome ot envy and revenge. 
Neither ever rights our wrongs 
nor comforts onr sorrow, but 
makes them harder and heavier 
to bear.

Hurry and Dispatch. 
Among the many causes of 
poor and Inefficient work is the 
habit of harry, which takes pos- 
session of some busy people. 
Having or imagining they have 
more to do in a given time than 
can be done properly, they grow 
confused, agitated, and nervous ; 
and, under this pressure, they 
proceed with the work in hand 
without requisite deliberation 
and care, perhaps omitting parts 
ot it — sometimes important parts 
— and producing at last an imper- 
fect and inferior performance, 
which can neither be permanent 
nor satisfactory. 

There 1b hardly any employ- 
ment, from the simplest manual 
work to the most complex and 
difficult mental labor, that doea 
not suffer from this cause. Tbe 
dwelling house in process of 
building is to be finished at a 
certain time. With proper fore- 
thought and system it would have 
been done, but the time ap- 
proaches and the work is still in- 
complete. The future occupants 
are impatient, the contractor is 
anxious, the workmen are driven, 
the work is hurried through, and 
annoyance, discomfort, and some- 
times danger entoe, and repairs 
are soon found necessary. The 
business man undertakes more 
than he can manage, the days 
are not long enough for his needs, 
he is agitated by the constan 
pressure, driven by conflicting 
claims, his business Buffers for 
the want of a cool and clear head, 
bis health suffers from continual 
aud unrelaxed exertion, his fami- 
ly suffers from his deterioration, 
and general disaster ensues. 
The physician, with many other 
calls to make, hurries through 
the visit, neglecting some import- 
ant symptom, and his patient 
dies ; the lawyer hurries through 
his plea, and loses his case ; the 
preacher hurries through the 
preparation of bis sermon, and 
tails to make an impression ; the 
artist hurrieB on hiB picture to 
completion, and his best concep 
tiou is not there ; tbe teacher 
hurries through a prescribed 
course of instruction, and the 
class is left destitute of the more 
important elements of knowl- 
edge. It is not too much to say 
that a large proportion of tbe 
unhappinees, the ignorance, the 
loss ot property, and even tbe 
loss of life, that is endured in the 
world is to he directly traced to 
the hurry and drive which char- 
acterize bo much ot the labor 
performed. 

Many persons not only drift 
into these hurried ways, but 
pride themselves upon them. 
They boast of their speed, and 
contrast it with the slower mea- 
sures ot their more deliberate 
neighbors. They natter them- 
selves upon their dispatch, and 
hold themselves of more value on 
that account. Slowness in work, 
lingering or loitering over what 
is to be done, is not to be recom- 
mended.
